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MEMORIAL 


This  book  is  a  memorial  to  the  life  of  Clara  Bosworth 
Mather ,  an  only  sister  of  Hobart  Van  Zandt  and  William 
Welles  Bosworth— made  possible  by  a  very  generous  gift  by 
Welles  toward  the  cost  of  publication. 

Clara  Bosworth ,  born  in  Marietta ,  Ohio ,  February  n,  1872, 
died  in  New  York  City ,  June  27 ,  igjg,  was  the  youngest  child 
and  only  daughter  of  Daniel  Perkins  Bosworth  Jr.  and  wife , 
Clara  Van  Zandt.  She  was  first  christened  Gertrude ,  but  after 
her  mother  s  deaths  her  name  was  changed  to  Clara.  On  June 
jo y  f  900  she  was  married  to  Henry  Arms  Mather  who  died  in 
Switzerland  in  igji- 

Wells  furnishes  the  following  tribute  to  her  memory: 

The  qualities  most  characteristic  of  “ Clare,"  as  we  called  her ,  were  over¬ 
flowing  love ,  and  devoted  service  to  those  she  loved.  She  was  generous ,  to  a 
fault;  superlatively  conscientious ,  and  trustworthy;  tirelessly  industrious  with 
fingers  and  hands  that  could  do  anything  from  artistic  needlework,  or  decorative 
painting  and  design  to  making  candies ,  cakes,  pickles  and  dishes  from  old-time 
recipes  and  all  sorts  of  household  performances  of  which  she  was  particularly 
fond  and  in  which  she  was  remarkably  proficient.  She  loved  music  and  was  at 
one  time  a  good  pianist.  Abounding  in  health  and  energy  she  loved  to  make  fun 
and  laughter  and  told  amusing  stories  on  herself  as  well  as  others.  Of  course 
she  enjoyed  travel  and  variety  of  experience.  She  saw  what  she  most  desired 
to  see  in  the  world ,  and  was  always  pleased  at  being  likened  to  Queen  Mary 
whom  she  strikingly  resembled.  Blond  hair ,  blue  eyes  and  a  beautiful  nose 
with  a  most  sympathetic  voice  were  her  chief  personal  charms.  A  friend  once 
said  of  her ,  “she  liked  everybody  and  everybody  liked  her."  As  a  child ,  she 
lived  most  happily  with  her  aunt  Cornelia  and  great-uncle  Charles  B.  W elles 
in  Marietta ,  but  when  they  died  she  went ,  at  the  age  of  sixteen ,  to  live  with  her 
brother  Welles  in  Boston.  He  chiefly  relied  in  caring  for  her ,  on  a  devoted 
friend  of  their  mother  s, from  Beverly ,  Ohio,  Mrs.  John  H.  Hubbell,  who  was 
a  second  mother  to  them  both.  Clare  studied  kindergarten  at  Miss  Wheelock  s 


school  and  after  moving  to  New  York  in  1894.  had  classes  of  her  own  for 
children  and  was  highly  successful .  Harry  Mather  was  a  mining  engineer ,  so 
that  after  their  marriage  they  went  to  live  for  a  time  in  Jerome ,  Arizona ,  hut 
returned  to  East  iyth  Street ,  New  York ,  when  Clare  became  very  active  in  Dr. 
Rainsford' s  St.  George' s  Churchy  nearby.  During  the  great  war ,  she  did  hospital 
work  in  Washington,  her  husband  having  gone  to  a  sanatorium  in  Switzerland 
where  he  died.  She  adopted  a  wounded  soldier ,  Edwin  Barlow ,  whom  she  had 
nursed ,  and  they  travelled  'round  the  world ,  living  for  a  time  in  England ,  in 
Holland ,  which  she  loved  on  account  of  her  Dutch  ancestry  ( she  unveiled  a 
Pilgrim  tablet  in  the  church  at  Leyden)  and  in  Switzerland.  Barlow  had  family 
connections  at  New  Glarus ,  Wisconsin ,  where  there  is  a  large  colony  of  Swiss 
emigrants.  He  and  Clare  organized  and  inaugurated  an  annual  production  of 
Schiller's  “ Wilhelm  Y ell,"  and  built  and  furnished  a  Swiss  chalet  there,  <(Yhe 
Chalet  of  the  Golden  Fleece"  which  they  have  deeded  to  the  town. 

Clare' s  spirit  passed  out  at  her  apartment  at  Gramercy  Park,  New  York,  in 
the  presence  of  her  brother  Hobart  and  his  wife ,  and  Edwin  Barlow,  whose  de¬ 
votion  to  her  more  than  repaid  what  she  had  done  for  him.  She  adored  her 
father,  with  whom  she  had  the  closest  sympathy  and  whom  she  greatly  resembled 
and  her  “ second  mother"  Mrs.  Hubbell,  who  embodied  all  she  most  admired 
and  revered.  She  died  in  fullest  confidence  of  their  meeting  her  on  that  “  other 
shore."

Note:  “In  1815  a  colony  was  formed  in  Montgomery,  Mass.,  comprising 
some  30  families  of  which  Daniel  Barrett  and  Joshua  Bosworth,  with  their 
families,  were  numbered,  and  emigrated  to  Virginia.  The  colony  had  their 
minister  and  physician,  with  them,  and  traveled  in  wagons  drawn  by  ox- 
teams,  taking  about  three  months  for  the  journey.  They  always  camped 
over  the  Sabbath  and  held  regular  services.  The  country  at  that  time,  of 
course,  was  wild  and  rough,  and  they  endured  many  hardships.  They 
finally  settled  a  few  miles  from  what  is  now  known  as  Buckhannon,  W.  \  a., 
near  the  river  of  that  name.  They  had  many  troubles  and  most  of  them, 
including  the  Barretts,  were  dispossessed  of  their  lands  through  persons 
holding  older  claims.  Many  returned  to  Massachusetts,  and  some  went  to 
Pennsylvania.” 

Daniel  Barrett  Sr.  was  a  skillful  surveyor.  He  and  his  brother  Moses 
were  in  the  Rev.  War  under  Washington  at  White  Plains.

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Cemetery,  Montgomery,  her  gravestone  reads  d.  “Feb.  19, 
1848  aged  77”. 

When  Zadok  was  a  lad  of  9  yrs.he  removed  with  his  parents  to  Southamp¬ 
ton,  to  the  part  that  later  became  Montgomery.  Reference  to  his  father’s 
history  (No.  325)  in  Part  V  will  show  that  at  the  age  of  17  he  went  to  the 
Rev.  War  in  place  of  his  father  who  was  drafted.  In  1787  Zadok  Jr.  was 
surveyor  of  highways  also  fence  viewer  for  the  town  of  Montgomery;  in 
1791  he  was  tything  man  and  in  1793  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures. 
In  1794  he  was  one  of  the  School  com.  and  in  1799  he  was  ordered  to  “warn” 
the  voters  of  a  town  meeting,  he  was  also  again  surveyor  of  highways. 
Zadok  Jr.  first  bought  land  in  Montgomery  in  Jan.  1785  and  from  that 
time  until  his  death  12  or  more  land  transactions  are  recorded.  In  one  of 
these  Lucretia  deeded  land  to  her  son  “Zaavan”  Moore.  In  1790  when  the 
first  U.  S.  Census  was  taken  there  were  6  in  Zadok  Jr’s,  family  all  accounted 
for  except  one  male  who  may  have  been  Deborah’s  father.  In  1810  there 
were  12  in  his  family,  Zadok  and  4  sons,  wife  Lucretia  and  6  daus.  By  1820 
two  of  the  sons  and  three  of  the  daus.  had  married  and  one  other  son  born, 
leaving  a  family  of  8,  and  by  1830  all  the  daus.  were  m.  except  Annis, 
however  one  male  between  10  and  15  had  been  added,  of  which  there  seems 
to  be  no  record,  possibly  a  grandson. 

Although  Military  records  show  that  Zadok  Jr.  never  rose  to  any  rank, 
like  many  soldiers  in  after  years  was  honored  for  his  service  by  being 
called  “Capt.”,  he  is  even  so  called  in  the  census  records. 

In  1832  following  the  act  of  June  7,  of  that  year  Zadok  then  70  years  of 
age,  made  application  for  a  pension  in  which  he  stated  that  “In  the  month 
of  June  1778”  he  entered  the  service  “as  a  private  at  Montgomery,  then 
Southampton,  instead  of  his  father”,  and  served  “8  mos.  in  the  co.  of 
Capt.  Abner  Pomeroy  Lieuts.  Kent  and  Cowden  in  Col.  Woods  regt.”  He 
was  “mustered  at  Northampton  rendezvous  at  Peekskill  and  joined  the 
regt.  at  White  Plains  and  was  annexed  to  Gen.  Nixons  Continental  brig¬ 
ade.”  He  was  “at  White  Plains  until  September  then  at  different  places, 
Danbury,  Conn.,  Fredericksburg,  N.  Y.,  New  Milford  and  Woodbury  until 
they  went  into  winter  quarters  at  Peekskill.”  At  the  end  of  the  8  mos.  he 
was  discharged,  but  his  written  discharge  had  been  lost.  He  was  not  in  any 
battle  during  that  time.  He  enlisted  again  July  28,  1779  in  Capt.  Preserved 
Leonards  Co.,  Col.  Elisha  Porter’s  Hampshire  Co.  regt.  and  served  1  mo.  10 
days  at  New  London.  The  records  of  these  enlistments  may  be  found  in 
Mass.  Sol.  &  Sail.  Vol.  2  pp.  299  &  382.  In  this  latter  service  he  was  a  bug¬ 
ler.  Elisha  Bridgeman  of  Westhampton,  72  yrs.  of  age,  a  man  who  had 
done  service  in  the  same  co.  as  Zadok  enlisting  at  the  same  time,  appeared 
as  a  witness  to  the  truth  of  Zadok’s  account.  Roswell  Brown  of  Westfield 
also  testified  to  the  same.  The  pension  was  granted  and  Zadok  received  $30 
a  year  as  long  as  he  lived.  These  pension  papers  say  he  died  Apr.  29, 1840, 
they  also  state  that  he  did  duty  as  a  minute  man  for  several  years.  He  may 
have  acquired  the  title  of  “Capt.”  at  that  time. 

The  year  before  his  death  on  July  3,  1839  Zadok7  made  his  will  which  was 
probated  June  2,  1840,  in  which  he  names  his  children,  Isaac,  Albert, 
Zadok,  Mary,  Deborah,  Belinda,  Naomi,  Mercy,  Priscilla,  Annis  and 
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Alfred;  and  grandsons  Elisha  A.  and  Lewis  P.  and  their  mother  Philicia, 
widow  of  his  son  Elisha. 

Zadok  was  a  farmer,  he  also  was  a  millwright.  He  is  described  as  having 
“red  hair  and  a  sandy  complexion.”

Raymond  was  prob.  only  a  small  child  when  his  parents  removed  to 
Montgomery,  Mass,  and  there  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life.  Raymond 
was  often  called  “Major”.  One  of  his  descendants,  John  L.  Bosworth  of 
Agawam,  Mass.,  writing  me  in  1905  said:  “He  was  nicknamed  Major  for  he 
was  an  expert  snare  drummer  and  was  either  chosen  Drum  Major  or  was 
talked  of  as  such.”  A  granddaughter  of  Raymond — Octavia  Gorham,  later 
the  wife  of  Rev.  John  Caldwell  of  Westfield,  brought  up  in  Raymond’s 
home  told  a  younger  descendant  that  her  grandfather  was  a  very  pious 
man.  She  said  she  had  often  heard  him  say  “Read  Proverbs,  my  children, 
read  Proverbs.” 

In  the  U.  S.  Census  for  1810,  Raymond  was  living  in  Montgomery  with 
a  family  of  9,  two  sons,  four  daughters,  himself  and  wife,  and  one  other,  a 
“female  of  45  and  upwards”  which  must  have  been  his  mother  Joanna,  as 
his  father  had  died  that  same  year  and  the  two  families  had  lived  together 
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before  his  death.  (By  consulting  the  will  of  his  father,  Zadok6  in  Part  V  it 
will  be  seen  that  Raymond  was  his  chief  beneficiary.)  Raymond  is  found 
in  the  census  of  1820  with  a  family  of  7  and  in  1830  with  only  4;  all  had  m. 
and  left  home  except  Roswell,  22,  and  Betty,  18. 

In  1802  and  1813  Raymond  was  witness  to  deeds  given  by,  or  in  favor  of, 
his  brothers  Zadok  Jr.  and  Joshua.  In  1811  he  deeded  to  his  brother  Zadok 
two  pieces  of  land,  4  a.  a  little  Nly.  of  the  sd  Zadok’s  dwelling  house  and 
3  a.  “being  a  part  of  a  lot  of  land  my  Hond.  Father  purchased  of  Ebenezer 
Whipple  and  wife,”  adj.  Zadok’s  own  land.  In  1824  he  mort.  his  farm  of  59 
a.  with  the  bldgs,  which  he  had  inherited  from  his  father,  for  $300  and  two 
years  later  having  fallen  into  some  unknown  difficulty,  Jerome  Topliff  of 
Willington,  Tolland  Co.,  Conn.,”  recovered  judgment  against  Ashbel 
Moody  (who  had  been  a  witness  to  above  mort,)  and  Raymond  Bosworth 
for  $52.39”  and  the  Sheriff  sold  the  land  to  the  higest  bidder  for  $100  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  above  mortgage.  This  is  the  last  real  est.  transaction  found.

JThe  Noble  Gen.  gives  Lucius  as  a  son  of  Chas.  and  Orpha,  but  a  grand  dau.  ofOrinda 
says  Orpha  only  had  3  ch. — and  that  Lucius  must  have  been  by  a  second  wife.  It  looks  as  if 
this  is  correct,  as  he  was  b.  in  Chester,  Mass.  However  if  this  is  so  the  date  of  his  birth  is 
given  wrong,  for  it  is  given  as  occurring  in  1825,  while  Orpha  did  not  die  until  1826. 
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Jonathan7  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution,  enlisting  on  Apr.  10,  1775 
when  not  quite  18  and  serving  23  days  and  later  the  same  year  for  3  mos. 
6  days;  also  served  again  in  1776  and  1780  (For  complete  report  see  Mass. 
Sol.  &  Sail,  of  the  Rev.  Vol.  2,  p.  381).  On  Apr.  23,  1818,  when  nearly  61, 
Jonathan,  then  living  in  Solon,  Me.,  appeared  before  the  Court  of  Lincoln, 
Kennebec  &  Somerset  Co’s,  and  made  application  for  a  pension,  recounting 
his  several  terms  of  service,  the  first  as  a  private  in  the  co.  of  Capt.  Daniel 
Lothrop,  Col.  Bailey’s  regt.  of  the  Mass,  line  and  afterwards  being  made  a 
Sergeant.  During  his  service  he  took  part  in  the  battle  of  Harlem  Heights 
The  pension  was  granted  and  Jonathan  received  $8  per  mo.  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  his  life  dating  from  the  day  of  his  application.  After  his  death 
Abigail  applied  for  a  widow’s  pension,  restating  Jonathan’s  service,  giving 
the  date  of  their  marriage  and  of  his  death.  This  application  was  signed  by 
herself  with  her  son  James  Bosworth  and  David  Danforth  as  witnesses.* 
The  pension  was  granted  and  rec’d.  at  the  rate  of  $ 66.66  annually  from 
Mar.  4,  1836  until  her  death  in  June  1839. 

In  April  1780  one  month  before  his  marriage  Jonathan  Bosworth  “of 
Bridgewater,  Mass.”,  bought  land  in  Easton,  Mass.  In  1785  he  bought 
$6)4  a.  of  land  in  Easton  of  Barnabas  Lathrop  turning  the  above  land  to¬ 
wards  it,  but  in  1786  he  sold  this  land  which  was  on  the  west  side  of 
Poquanticut  Thicket”  to  Edw.  Dean  and  Thos.  Williams,  as  he  had  then 
evidently  decided  to  remove  to  Maine.  However  on  Mar.  24, 1788  Jonathan 
and  Abigail  of  Easton  deeded  to  Thos.  Williams  ‘  ‘  fa  part  of  ye  farm  that 
was  Capt.  Benja.  Williams  ...  the  Hon’d  Father  of  ye  said  Abigail.” 
(Taunton  Deeds,  67-66) 

It  appears  from  the  town  records  of  Solon,  Somerset  Co.,  Me.,  that 
Jonathan  went  there  first  in  1784  (he  prob.  had  a  soldier  s  claim  on  land), 
but  did  not  bring  his  family  there  until  1789.  Descendants  of  the  dau. 
Susan  say  that  she  “is  known  to  have  been  about  5  years  old  when  the 
family  moved,  coming  to  Gardiner,  Me.  by  boat  and  the  little  girl  traveled 
the  rest  of  the  way  partly  on  foot  and  partly  on  horseback.”  (Family  tra¬ 
dition  related  by  her  son  Willard  Goodrich).  The  next  year  after  their  ar¬ 
rival  in  Maine,  the  first  U.  S.  Census  was  taken  and  Jonathan  was  then 
residing  in  Solon,  then  called  Caratuck,  with  three  sons  and  one  daughter, 
the  sons  being — Tilson,  Jonathan  and  Calvin;  there  being  only  one  dau., 
which  we  know  to  be  Susan,  it  appears  that  the  eldest,  Lucinda,  must  have 
been  left  in  Mass.,  possibly  with  her  grandparents  (though  she  came  to 
Maine  later).

Waterman,  called  a  “yoeman”  in  deeds,  lived  and  d.  in  the  township  of 
Halifax  and  btw.  1791  and  1822  he  bought  and  sold  land,  14  or  15  times; 
these  transactions  are  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  at  Plymouth. 
These  deeds  refer  first  to  land  in  Middleboro  in  the  “Twenty-six  Men’s 
Purchase  so  called”  and  were  bought  of  his  sister  Elizabeth  and  her  husband 
Dr.  John  Putnam  of  Sutton,  Wore.  Co.,  Mass.  In  1796  he  sold  some  of  this 
land  and  indicated  it  as  “being  a  part  of  the  lot  on  which  I  now  live.”* 
In  1803  and  1807  he  again  sold  some  of  his  homestead  land.  In  1809 
Waterman  and  wife  Mercy  (Tilson),  Wm.  &  Mary  Hooper,  Daniel  & 
Joanna  Alden  and  Sarah  Tilson,  spinster,  sold  land  that  belonged  to  their 
“Hon  d  Mother  Mercy  Tilson  late  of  Halifax  deceased,”  with  the  house 
standing  thereon.  On  Apr.  19,  1816  he  deeded  of  his  property  to  his  dau. 
Mercy  Bosworth  and  Y  to  the  dau.  Elizabeth,  reserving  for  himself  and 
his  wife,  “the  use  and  improvement”  of  it  as  long  as  either  of  them  lived. 
In  1822  there  was  a  division  made  of  property  owned  in  common  by 
Waterman  and  Mercy,  their  son  Orrin,  and  dau.  Elizabeth  and  Timothy 
Wood  Jr.  and  his  wife  Mercy,  which  had  previously  been  undivided;  Orrin 
to  have  the  west  part  of  the  land  and  half  the  house,  and  the  others  to  have 
the  rest.  This  is  the  last  we  find  of  Waterman. f 

In  the  U.  S.  Census  of  1790  Waterman’s  family  consisted  of  “3  females” 
the  mother  and  the  two  eldest  daus.;  in  1800  there  were  7  in  the  family,  in 
1810  there  were  12,  in  1820  there  were  11,  and  these  can  all  be  accounted 
for  except  in  1820  there  is  one  male  btw.  16  and  18  of  whom  there  is  no 
other  record.  In  1830  Mercy  was  a  widow  with  4  daus.  at  home,  these  can 
all  be  accounted  for  except  the  youngest  who  was  b.  btw.  1810  and  1815, 
hence  younger  than  Serviah  who  was  b.  in  1810  but  no  record  of  birth  or 
death  has  been  found.

Benjamin  was  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution  at  the  age  of  16,  a  private  in 
Capt.  Joseph  Stetson’s  Co.;  Col.  Dyke  regt.;  marched  April  28,  1777; 
service  2  mo.  4  days  at  R.  I.;  also,  Capt.  Calvin  Partridge’s  Co.;  Col. 
Abijah  Steam’s  (Plymouth  Co.)  regt.;  marched  Apr.  7,  1778;  discharged 
July  2,  1778;  service  2  mo.  27  days;  stationed  at  Dorchester  Heights. 
(Mass.  Sol.  &  Sail,  of  the  Rev.,  pp.  296  &  379) 

In  the  1790  U.  S.  Census  Benjamin  and  Hannah  were  living  in  Halifax 
with  two  daughters  and  one  son.  In  1800  Hannah  was  a  widow  with  five 
children,  one  of  the  four  boys  was  missing,  possibly  being  cared  for  by 
relatives.  In  1820  Hannah  was  living  in  the  So.  Parish  of  Bridgewater, 
Mass.,  and  only  the  dau.  Susannah  with  her  who  was  then  31  and  was  m. 
the  next  year. 

As  stated  above  Benjamin  had  died  previous  to  the  taking  of  the  Census 
in  1800 — and  on  Apr.  12,  1802,  Hannah  asked  that  David  Bosworth  of

*According  to  Church  records,  on  Dec.  8,  1822  a  Patience  Bosworth  united  with  the  1st 
Cong.  Ch.  of  Dedham  and  d.  “of  pulmonary  consumption,”  Oct.  26,  1823  aged  55  years.  It 
looks  as  if  this  was  David’s  second  wife  as  one  of  the  daughters  was  m.  in  Dedham  in  1829, 
however,  Patience  was  59  at  that  time  instead  of  55,  but  it  was  not  at  all  unusual  for  a  mis¬ 
take  in  ages  to  be  made  in  those  days,  so  that  is  no  hindrance,  but  the  fact  that  the  U.  S. 
census  for  1830  shows  David  still  living  in  Halifax  with  a  “female  of  60  and  under  70,’  does 
seem  to  disprove  the  supposition.  The  compiler  leaves  this  problem  to  future  historians. 
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fThe  Historian  is  sorry  to  relate,  but  truth  compels  it,  that  in  1808  David 
had  become  so  addicted  to  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  that  his  wife  was 
forced  to  make  complaint  to  the  Selectmen  of  the  town,  and  a  guardian 
was  appointed  to  have  charge  of  his  property.  This  continued  until  1839 
before  the  guardianship  was  “removed,” — showing  the  habit  persisted  for 
over  30  years.

From  1790  to  1806  five  real  est.  transfers  were  made  by  John  and 
Susanna,  his  wife,  and  recorded  on  the  books  at  Plymouth. 

Jan.  y,  1807,  Susanna  Bosworth  asked  that  Samuel  S.  Sturtevant  be 
apt.  adm.  on  her  husband’s  est.  which  was  granted  and  on  Jan.  27,  1808, 
Samuel  Stafford  Sturtevant  sold  41  a.  “of  upland  and  swamp”  for  $378. 

*The  compiler  cannot  be  sure  that  the  above  order  is  correct  as  births  are  not  recorded, 
but  the  U.  S.  Census  for  1800  shows  2  sons  and  2  daughters  b.  before  that  time.  And  the 
grandson  of  Nathaniel  gave  the  date  of  his  grandfather’s  birth,  and  gave  Isaac  as  the  young¬ 
est  of  the  family.  This,  and  the  fact  that  Asaph  witnessed  a  deed  for  his  father  in  1817,  but 
was  not  m.  until  1830,  has  all  helped  in  the  arrangement. 
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The  final  acct.,  which  included  $ 5  for  gravestones,  was  dated  Apr.  2,  1811.*

the  eldest  son  was  bound  out  at  his  father’s  death.  By  1820  Susanna  had 
only  two  sons  living  with  her  Nahum  20  and  John  13;  the  latter  had  been 
b.  after  the  father’s  death. 

Nov.  21 ,  1827^  Earl  Bosworth  of  East  Bridgewater,  Mass.,  was  apt. 
adm.  on  the  est.  of  his  brother  John.  After  debts  were  paid  a  bal.  of  $312.03 
was  divided  among  Nahum,  Earl,  John  Cushing  and  Isaiah  Noyes — the 
latter,  husbands  of  the  two  daus. 

In  October  1832,  the  eldest  son  Earl,  then  34  years  of  age,  fell  from  a 
window  in  Boston  and  was  killed. 

Nov.  6 ,  1832 ,  John  Cushing,  Jr.,  his  sister’s  husband,  was  apt.  to  adm. 
on  his  est.  and  gave  bonds  with  Jesse  Perkins  and  Isaiah  Noyes,  another 
brother-in-law  gave  bonds  for  $2000.  After  all  charges  were  settled  $177.49 
was  divided  among  his  heirs;  his  mother  and  his  surviving  brothers  and 
sisters.

In  Seth’s  will  mentioned  above,  he  bequeathed  Y  each  of  his  real  and 
personal  estate  and  one  cow  to  wife  Deborah;  to  son  Martin  all  the  bal.  of 
his  real  est.  including  oxen  and  ox  wagon,  a  horse,  wagon  and  harness,  and 
“all  the  brick  in  the  kiln  that  remains  unsold”  except  such  items  as  indi¬ 
cated;  he,  as  exr.,  “to  pay  the  several  sums  mentioned”;  to  his  dau.  Sarah 
J.  and  to  his  wife  s  sister  Ruth  Churchill,  who  had  made  her  home  with 
them,  each  $250  and  a  cow  and  to  the  two  “while  they  remain  single  one 
half  the  old  part  of  my  house”  and  privileges  in  the  same;  if  either  marry  or 
die  the  other  to  possess  the  same  and  after  the  mar.  or  decease  of  both  to 
become  the  property  of  Martin.  The  remainder  of  the  household  furniture 
was  to  be  divided  btw.  Martin  and  Sarah  J.  Bosworth  and  Ruth  Churchill. 
The  Exr.  named  was  Zadock  Thompson,  but  he  refused  to  serve  so  Martin 
was  apt.  in  his  place.  The  inv.  taken  May  1st  showed  a  total  of  $2586.14. 
It  is  prob.  that  Seth  died  not  long  before  Apr.  6,  1830,  when  the  will  was 
probated.  Deborah  W.  wid.  of  Seth  d.  July  26,  1872,  having  made  a  will 
dated  Aug.  1,  1870,  in  which  she  left  to  her  son  Martin  all  the  real  est.

June  5,  1780,  his  name  is  on  a  list  of  men  raised  to  reinforce  the  Continental 
Army  for  the  term  of  6  mos.  He  was  then  18  and  described  as,  “stature  5  ft. 
7  in;  complexion,  light;  residence  Rochester.”  (As  this  varies  somewhat 
from  the  former  description  he  was  prob.  on  the  border  line  between  the 
two  so  that  two  persons  did  not  exactly  agree  in  describing  him).f 

Note:  These  services  may  be  found  more  fully  given  in  Mass.  Sol.  & 
Sail,  of  the  Rev.  War,  on  pp.  298  and  379.  They  will  be  found  under  “Boz” 
for,  as  explained  in  Part  I,  in  the  early  days  in  this  country  the  name  was 
often  by  mistake  spelled  with  a  z  (although  it  never  was  in  England),  and 
some  persons  in  this  branch  of  the  family  have  held  to  that  spelling,  but 
they  should  not  as  it  is  not  correct. 

After  their  marriage  John  and  Silence  seem  to  have  gone  to  Vermont, 
-x  for  in  1786  we  find  him  buying  land  in  Bridgewater,  Windsor  Co.,  Vt., 
when  he  is  called  “of  Woodstock,”  a  few  miles  away  in  Windsor  County. 
In  1790  when  the  first  U.  S.  Census  was  taken  he  was  in  Bridgewater  and 
besides  himself  (“1  male  over  16”)  there  were  “2  males  under  16,”  the 
sons  Nehemiah  and  Jesse,  and  “3  females” — Silence  the  wife,  Silence  the 
dau.  and  one  other  that  may  have  been  the  mother  of  Silence.  They  re¬ 
mained  in  Bridgewater  until  Feb.  1,  1792,  when  he  sold  his  land  to  Jacob 
Palmer. 

In  1800  John  bought  land  in  Colrain,  Franklin  Co.,  Mass.,  and  as  at  that 
time  he  was  called,  “of  Colrain,”  he  must  have  been  living  there  for  some

When  the  first  U.  S.  Census  was  taken  in  1790,  Peter  T.  was  living  in 
Rochester  with  a  family  of  three — himself  and  wife  and  one  other  “female.” 
This  was  either  his  sister  Huldah  or  a  dau.,  but  prob.  the  former,  for  on 
Mar.  ip,  1792  Peter  T.  bought  of  his  father  Nehemiah6  54  a.  of  land,  the 
“Homestead  farm”  with  the  bldgs.,  Nehemiah  reserving  for  himself,  and 
his  wife  and  his  youngest  dau.  (Huldah)  the  use  of  half  the  bldgs,  for  the 
remainder  of  their  lives  and  until  Huldah’s  marriage.  Then  on  Apr.  2,  1817 
Peter  T.  sold  this  place  and  72  a.  adj.  which  he  had  also  bought  of  his 
father — 126  a.  in  all  with  the  bldgs.  His  father  having  died  previously,  to 
Dec.  24,  1802  when  Peter  T.  was  apt.  to  adm.  on  his  est.,  and  prob.  his 
mother  also.

Note:  By  reference  to  the  history  of  John’s  father  Constant  (No.  369, 
in  Part  V),  it  may  be  seen  that  he  moved  with  his  father,  Dea.  Nathaniel 
Bosworth,  to  Sandisfield,  Mass.,  and  the  son  John  being  then  only  four 
years  of  age  went  with  him,  and  although  records,  either  public  or  private, 
do  not  disclose  where  he  was  m.  to  Chloe  Seymour,  it  was  prob.  at  Sandis¬ 
field  or  at  some  place  near  there. 

At  the  age  of  20,  in  1780,  John  enlisted  under  Col.  Ashley,  for  Sandis¬ 
field,  for  the  term  of  3  mos.  and  is  described  as  “complexion  light.” 

(Mass.  Sol.  &  Sail,  of  the  Rev.  War.  p.  298) 

In  1790,  in  the  first  U.  S.  Census,  John  is  recorded  at  Sandisfield  with  a 
family  of  5,  “2  males  and  3  females,”  that  was  of  course  John  and  Chloe 
and  their  ch.  Mary,  Abigail  and  Amos. 

John  and  Chloe  lived  in  Sandisfield  until  about  1798,  when  they  remv. 
to  Verona,  Oneida  Co.,  N.  Y.,  accompanied  by  his  bro.  Elihue  and  wife, 
being  among  the  first  settlers  there.  (See  “Annals  &  Recollections  of  Oneida 
Co.,  N.  Y.”  by  Jones,  p.  671).  He  had  bought  land  in  Sandisfield  in  1784 
which  he  sold  in  1785.  In  these  deeds  he  is  called  “John  Bozworth  the  2nd 
of  Sandisfield  Yeoman.”  At  the  first  town  meeting  in  Verona,  held  Mar. 
2,  1802,  John  Bosworth  was  elected  commissioner  of  roads.  Among  the 
early  settlers  living  there  at  that  time  besides  himself  were  his  brothers 
Dan  and  Constant  Jr.

In  July  1799,  Constant  joined  the  Ch.  in  Sandisfield,  so  it  is  prob.  his 
first  m.  occurred  there  or  at  some  place  nearby.*  They  were  still  living  there 
in  1816  for  in  that  year  two  daus.  united  with  the  Church,  Eliza  in  July 
and  Fanny  in  Nov.  In  the  U.  S.  Census  of  1800  there  was  in  Constant  Jr.’s 
family,  besides  himself  and  wife,  a  young  man  btw.

Con¬ 
stant,  to  Verona,  Oneida  Co.,  N.  Y.,  where  they  lived  until 
1814  when  he  moved  to  Mantua,  Portage  Co.,  Ohio,  where 
he  opened  a  farm  in  the  dense  woods.  A  desc.  writes  of  him 
as  follows: 

“He  was  a  man  of  great  energy,  probity  and  enterprise;  it  was  said  that 
if  one  wanted  to  get  a  difficult  job  done,  and  accomplished  quickly,  they 
called  on  Captain  Bosworth.  He  was,  with  several  companions,  cast  away 
on  Duck  Island,  in  the  St.  Lawrence  river,  and  was  rescued  in  answer  to 
prayer.  A  schooner  appeared  and  took  them  off,  the  captain  saying,  that 
while  going  in  another  direction  something  kept  saying, — ‘Go  to  Duck 
Island.’ 

“He  came  to  his  death  while  bringing  a  cargo  of  salt  from  the  East  by 
lake,  being  driven  ashore  by  a  violent  wind,  at  Ft.  George,  Canada,  dying 
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of  a  fever.  His  family  were  ignorant  of  his  death  for  some  months,  then 
they  received  letters  addressed  to  ‘The  widow  and  children  of  Dan  Bos¬ 
worth,  Cleveland,  Ohio.’  His  brother-in-law,  Jeduthan  Ladd,  went  to  Ft. 
George  to  look  up  his  affairs,  but  could  save  little.” 

Another  desc.  wrote  that  he  died  at  Newark  (Ft.  George),  after  16  days 
of  fever  “in  the  full  hope  of  a  glorious  immortality  beyond  the  grave. 
Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord.” 

Dan  Bosworth  while  living  in  Verona  was  a  member  of  the  State  Militia, 
an  Ensign  in  1806;  a  Lieut,  in  1811  and  a  Captain  in  1812,  when  he  took 
part  in  the  War  of  1812. 

In  1825  three  of  Dan’s  daus.  Arethusa,  Clarissa  and  Anna  were  members 
of  the  First  M.  E.  Church  of  Taftsburg,  Trimbull  Co.,  Ohio.

Anna  Ladd  Bosworth  was  certainly  of  fine,  sturdy  pioneer  stock,  for  be¬ 
ing  left  a  widow  at  the  age  of  42  with  10  children,  one  an  infant,  she  man¬ 
aged,  though  surrounded  by  the  hard  circumstances  of  a  home  in  the 
wilderness,  to  bring  them  all  up  to  maturity,  possessed  of  fine  characters.

Note:  The  compiler  has  been  informed,  by  what  seems  to  be  reliable 
authority,  that  the  Mills  family  are  descended  from  “a  Hollander  by  the 
name  of  Van  der  Moolen,  or  Mulen,  who  changed  his  name  to  Mills. 

In  1844  a  relative  of  Laura,  wife  of  Amos,  having  died,  Amos  asked  that 
a  guardian  be  apt.  for  two  of  his  ch.  who  were  minors  (Drake  S.  and  Laura), 
as  they  were  “heirs  to  the  estate  of  Theodore  S.  Mills  late  of  Charlestown, 
S.  C.”  The  request  was  addressed  to  “Capt.  J.  Ingersoll,  Dear  Brother,” 
and  states  that  he  did  so  “with  Brother  John’s  advice.”  The  Guard,  asked 
and  rec’d  permission  to  sell  real  est.  belonging  to  his  wards— about  pi  a.  of 
land  and  the  bldgs,  thereon,  on  South  St.  in  Pittsfield,  “whereon  Jared 
Ingersoll  lately  resided,”  appraised  at  $1000. 

At  the  time  of  the  death  of  Amos  an  obituary  leaflet  was  published  which 
read  as  follows:  “Died.  At  his  residence  near  Smithville,  on  the  29th  July 
1863 — Col.  Amos  Bosworth,  aged  84  years.  The  deceased  was  a  native  of 
Sandisfield,  Berkshire  Co.,  Mass.  He  came  into  the  town  of  Adams  in  1802, 
when  there  were  no  roads  and  very  few  clearings  in  the  county.  He  made  a 
purchase  of  150  acres  of  land  of  Solomon  Robbins,  upon  which  he  com¬ 
menced  a  clearing,  and  upon  which  he  remained  until  the  day  of  his  death. 
He  participated  in  the  war  of  1812,  and  with  many  of  his  neighbors  was 
engaged  in  the  battle  of  Sackets  Harbor,  himself  serving  as  a  Lieutenant 
in  the  Company  commanded  by  Capt.  McNitt.  He  was  active  in  all  the 
benevolent  objects  of  the  day,  and  was  for  thirty  years  a  member  of  the 
Congregational  Church  at  Smithville.”

Note:  The  Hist,  of  Berkshire  Co.,  Mass.,  says  of  Jabez  Jr.  that  he  “kept 
a  hotel  across  the  way  from  the  old  church  edifice  a  long  time  and  it  was 
the  last  one  kept  in  the  village.  He  was  a  saddler  and  harness  maker  by 
trade  and  kept  up  the  business  till  near  the  close  of  his  life.”  It  also  says: 

Smith  and  Stephens  started  a  store  a  little  further  south,  which  sub¬ 
sequently  passed  into  the  hands  of  Jabez  Bosworth  and  his  son  Edwin.” 

In  the  U.  S.  Census  for  1810,  Jabez  Bosworth  Jr.,  of  Sandisfield  had  “3 
males  and  3  females  in  his  family.  All  can  be  accounted  for  except  a 
young  man  btw.  10  and  16.  In  1820  there  were  “2  males  and  5  females” 
which  fits  the  members  of  the  family,  the  youngest  not  yet  born.  There 
was  “one  person  engaged  in  manufacture.”  (See  Note  above.) 

In  1807  Jabez,  Jr.  bought  40  a.  of  land  in  Sandisfield  and  in  1824  he  pur¬ 
chased  the  Granger  farm  of  80  a.  and  another  of  25  a.  In  Oct.  of  that  year 
he  mort.  all  this  land  to  the  State  of  Conn.,  for  $1200. f  which  mort.  was 
not  disc,  until  20  yrs.  later  in  1844.  In  the  meantime  he  engaged  in  15  other 
legal  transactions  recorded  at  Great  Barrington,  Berkshire  Co.,  Mass.- 
Some  of  these  show  that  he  was  at  one  time  associated  in  business  with 
Daniel  M.  Sears  besides  his  son  Edwin,  under  the  firm  name  of  “Jabez 
Bosworth  &  Co.”  and  later  with  Joshua  M.  Sears.

Note:  There  are  suggestions  of  various  sorts  that  make  it  appear  that 
Stephen  had  a  first  wife,  with  whom  he  lived  in  Sandisfield,  and  that  Almira 
was  a  2nd  wife,  and  after  his  marriage  to  her  he  lived  in  Catskill,  N.  Y.  It 
looks  too  as  if  this  first  wife  (whom  the  compiler  was  told  was  named 
“Clarissa”)  was  the  mother  of  two  ch.  Henry  C.  and  Bethiah,  as  they  were 
b.  in  Sandisfield,  and  although  Henry  C.  is  given  in  the  Twining  Genealogy 
as  son  of  Almira,  the  dau.  Bethiah  is  not  given  at  all,  while  the  births  of 
these  two  are  given  in  full  in  Sandisfield.  However  at  present  we  will  have 
to  leave  it  as  stated  in  the  Twining  Genealogy. 

Stephen  was  a  Hatter,  and  the  Hist,  of  Berkshire  Co.  says  he  “had  a  hat 
shop  under  the  hill,  a  short  distance  east  of  the  meeting  house”  etc.  In  the 
U.  S.  Census  for  1820  Stephen  was  living  in  Sandisfield  with  only  a  young 
man  over  16,  who  was  either  a  son*  or  a  helper  with  his  business,  as  there 
were  “two  persons  engaged  in  manufacture.” 

In  1807  Stephen  purchased  land  in  Sand,  of  his  brother  Jabez  Bosworth, 
Jr.  In  1810  he  sold  land  in  Sand,  to  Jos.  Wolcott  on  the  N.  of  the  highway — 
John  Canfield— Jabez  Bosworth,  Jr.,  Wit.  In  Dec.  1818  he  was  Dep. 
Sheriff  at  Sand,  and  in  Dec.  1833  he  was  one  of  a  com.  of  the  Cong.  Ch.  of 
Sand,  that  sold  the  “Minister’s  lot.” 

From  the  last  item  we  know  that  Stephen  was  living  in  Sand,  as  late  as 
1833,  so  the  Twining  Gen.  must  be  in  error  when  it  says  that  3  of  the  ch. 
were  b.  in  Catskill,  for  if  the  dates  of  birth  are  correct,  all  except  the 
youngest  were  b.  before  Stephen  left  Sand.,  and  the  younger  may  have 
been.  At  sometime  subsequent  to  1833,  Stephen  remv.  to  Catskill,  N.  Y., 
and  later  to  New  York  City  where  he  died.  His  father  Jabez’  old  Bible 
gives  the  date  at  1854;  some  records  sent  by  a  relative  gives  1864,  and  the 
Twining  Gen.  1868.  The  Bible  date  has  been  used  above,  but  the  date  may 
have  been  1864,  a  mistake  of  only  one  figure.  A  newspaper  clipping  pasted 
in  his  father’s  Bible,  says  “Stephen  Bosworth  formerly  of  Catskill,  N.  Y., 
died  on  Tuesday  evening  Dec.  29”,  but  fails  to  give  the  year.  He  lived  at 
69  London  Terrace,  W.  23rd  St.,  where  the  funeral  was  held;  he  was  bur.

Dea.  Roswell  remv.  in  his  young  manhood  from  Sandisfield,  Mass.,  to 
Smithville,  Jefferson  Co.,  N.  Y.  The  following  glimpse  into  the  life  of  Dea. 
Roswell  was  written  by  his  daughter  Rosetta,  and  copied  for  the  compiler 
by  one  of  a  later  generation. 

“My  father  Dea.  Roswell  Bosworth,  settled  in  the  ‘Black  River  Coun¬ 
try,’  (Jeff.  Co.,  N.  Y.).  The  pioneering  fever  seized  him  on  account  of  the 
prosperity  attending  his  brother  Col.  Amos  Bosworth,  who  owned  a  farm 
one  mile  out  from  Smithville.  He  returned  to  Sandisfield,  Mass.,  to  claim 
his  bride,  and  took  her  across  the  line  into  York  State  for  the  ceremony, 
as  his  business  would  not  allow  him  to  remain  three  Sundays  for  the 
‘bans’  to  be  published.  They  then  proceeded  to  their  home  in  the  wilder¬ 
ness.  Mother’s  maiden  name  was  Mary  Smith,  she  too  had  relatives  in 
Smithville.  Among  father’s  discouragements  was  the  loss  of  a  fine  pair 
of  oxen  killed  by  the  hired  man  while  felling  a  tree,  also  a  heifer  found 
her  way  to  a  quantity  of  maple  syrup  and  death  came  to  the  gourmand. 
Seven  of  the  children  of  the  family  were  born  in  the  primitive  house  of 
logs  on  this  farm.  He  exchanged  this  farm  for  another  of  123  acres  on  the 
other  side  of  the  village,  with  much  better  buildings.  Here  the  writer  was 
introduced  to  this  mundane  sphere.  .  .  .  Father  was  once  belated  when 
returning  home  some  distance  on  horseback.  Considering  ‘discretion  the 
better  part  of  valor’  he  tied  his  horse  to  a  tree  and  spent  the  night  in  its 
branches,  hearing  nothing  more  frightful  than  the  sniffing  of  deer  under 
his  perch.  On  one  occasion  two  fugitives  from  slavery  were  cared  for  over 
night.  They  had  been  in  Elihu  Burritt’s  home  under  a  coal  pile  while  the 
U.  S.  Marshal  was  searching  the  premises.  Next  morning,  after  they 
reached  us,  my  brother  Worcester  laid  them  in  the  bottom  of  the  sleigh, 
covering  them  with  grain  bags,  conveyed  them  to  another  underground 
station.  They  were  forwarded  to  the  ice-covered  Lake  and  were  just  over 
the  Canadian  line  when  the  Marshal  reached  the  lake.  In  the  War  of 
1812  my  father  was  called  out  for  military  duty  three  months,  was  in 
the  inglorious  retreat  of  Sandy  Creek.  Fearing  to  displease  the  Indians, 
mother  never  dared  fasten  her  doors  at  night,  and  in  the  morning  the 
red  skins  would  be  stretched  around  the  fireplace  awaiting  their  break¬ 
fast.  Grandfather  Bosworth’s  heart  was  touched  by  these  hardships,  so 
he  made  a  week’s  journey  and  took  the  mother  and  her  two  little  boys 
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to  the  old  Mass.  home.  But  it  was  no  picnic  affair,  riding  in  a  rough 
vehicle  of  that  day.  Mother  had  nursed  two  officers  during  the  last  weeks 
of  their  suffering  ere  she  left— Sergeants  Liscomb  and  Bronson,  one  or 
both  from  Vt.  When  Liscomb  was  delerious  he  talked  to  mother’s  baby 
thinking  it  was  his  own.”

In  1820 
(that  for  1810  was  not  obtained)  he  was  still  of  Salisbury  and  there  were 
Hiram  and  Sally  then  51  and  48,  “2  females  of  16  and  under  26”  which  were 
the  two  little  girls  given  above,  Fanny  and  one  other;  then  a  son  “of  16 
and  under  26,”  which  we  know  to  be  Thomas  Bradley  then  19;  next  a  son 
“between  16  and  18.”  Here  David  who  m.  Harriet  Smith  has  been  placed 
as  the  compiler  has  long  thought  he  belonged  in  this  family,  and  finding 
this  place  for  him  seems  to  settle  the  matter;  the  next,  a  son  “of  10  and 
under  16”  points  to  Wm.  Pitt  as  he  was  15  at  that  time;  and  the  “female 
of  10  and  under  16”  was  Electa  then  aged  11. 

Hiram  seems  to  have  gone  first  to  Bethlehem  (now  Otis),  Berkshire  Co., 
Mass.,  at  least  he  owned  land  there  which  he  sold  Feb.  20,  1801.  At  that 
time  they  were  living  at  Salisbury,  where  they  spent  the  remainder  of  their 
lives,  Hiram  dying  there  as  given  above,  and  Sally,  Mar.  9,  1843.  They  were 
both  bur.  in  Town  Hill  Cemetery,  Salisbury,  also  the  dau.  Electa.  The  dau. 
Fanny  and  son  Wm.  Pitt  are  bur.  in  the  New  Cemetery.

'"From  a  diary  kept  by  Rev.  Richard  H.  Bosworth,  a  nephew  of  John7  (son  of  his  brother 
Frederick7)  his  son  Frederick  W.  copied  and  sent  the  following  to  the  Historian — “In  May 
1859  cousin  John  Bell  and  family  came  from  the  West  and  lived  with  us  until  Autumn.”  By

Joshua  C.  came  in 
1798  and  was  the  first  white  man  to  spend  the  winter  there  with  the 
Indians.  He  was  joined  by  his  brother  Ichabod  Truman  in  1808,  who  came 
from  Washington  Co.  It  was  the  custom  of  our  early  American  pioneers 
soon  after  establishing  their  homes  to  found  schools  and  churches  that  the 
mental  and  spiritual  needs  of  their  communities  might  be  supplied.  Mooers 
was  true  to  form  and  in  1807  a  Presby.  Ch.  was  organized,  and  Joshua  C. 
and  wife  Sarah  were  among  the  13  charter  members.  The  bldg,  was  of  logs 
and  stood  on  what  was  later  the  N.  E.  corner  of  Cornelius  Bosworth’s  farm. 
The  history  of  the  County,  in  mentioning  the  early  settlers  says:  “They 
came  indeed  to  make  better  homes,  but  if  one  reads  their  history  aright 
we  must  believe  that  religion  had  much  to  do  with  their  settling  here.” 
The  first  minister  at  this  church  was  named  Rev.  Chas.  Seaton  and  their 
attachment  to  him  was  shown  by  the  fact  that  a  grandson  of  Joshua’s  was 
named  Charles  Seaton  Bosworth. 

Joshua  was  named  after  his  grandfather  Joshua  Chappell  and  was  re¬ 
membered  in  his  will.

Alvah  setded  in  Chesterfield,  Essex  Co.,  N.  Y.  He  was  a  Mason  and  his 
certificate  of  membership  is  framed  and  is  in  the  possession  of  descendants. 
It  shows  that  Alvah  became  a  “Master  Mason”  on  July  2,  1802,  at  the  age 
of  27,  four  months  before  his  marriage.  It  was  issued  by  “North  Star 
Masonic  Lodge”  of  Salem,  Washington  Co.,  N.  Y.* 

Alvah  Bosworth  appears  in  the  Census  for  Chesterfield,  for  1810,  with 
six  in  the  family  which  accounts  for  himself,  wife  and  the  three  children 
and  one  other  “male  between  16  and  26”.  This  may  have  been  his  brother 
Jabin7  Jr.  as  he  was  not  married  at  that  time.

Hezekiah  and  Huldah  began  their  married  life  in  Whitehall,  N.  Y.  where 
they  lived  until  about  1815  when  they  emigrated  to  Jefferson  Co.,  Ohio, 
but  their  stay  there  was  short,  and  not  long  after  they  removed  down  the 
river  to  Meigs  Co.,  Ohio,  where  they  settled.  A  history  of  the  township  of 
Bedford,  Meigs  Co.  gives  Hezekiah  Bosworth  as  one  of  the  first  settlers 
there  at  “sometime  previous  to  1830.”  This  history  of  Bedford  says  that 
“Many  were  the  toils  and  privations  that  these  resolute  men  underwent . . . 
and  their  posterity  .  .  .  are  reaping  the  harvest.”  For  one  thing  salt  was 
very  scarce  and  high  and  there  was  no  mill  for  grinding  their  grain.  Among 
the  settlers  was  a  Wm.  Pierce  (who  may  have  been  related  to  Huldah)  who 
in  1807  had  settled  in  Orange  township  one  mile  above  the  mouth  of  Meigs 
Creek.  His  son-in-law,  James  Ryther,  bought  a  pair  of  mill  stones  at 
Marietta,  and  brought  them  by  canoe  to  the  mouth  of  Hocking  river  and 
thence  by  ox  team  to  Mr.  Pierce’s  residence.  These  mill  stones  were  about 
20  inches  in  diameter,  made  of  flagstones.  They  were  among  the  first 
brought  into  Meigs  county  and  at  the  time  the  history  was  written  (1894) 
were  in  the  possession  of  Stephen  Bosworth,  one  of  Hezekiah’s  sons.* 
Several  of  Hezekiah’s  great  grandchildren  are  members  of  the  Bosworth 
Association. 

In  the  U.  S.  Census  of  1810  we  find  Hezekiah  living  in  Whitehall,  N.  Y., 
with  wife,  three  sons  under  10  and  two  daughters.  As  we  have  a  record  of 
only  two  sons  and  two  daughters  born  before  1810  it  must  be  one  of  these 
“three”  sons  was  a  twin  who  died  young,  or  it  was  a  mistake  of  the  census 
taker.

They  lived  in  various  places  in  the  U.  S.  and  Canada.  It  was  while  living 
in  Canada  that  they  “joined  the  Mormons  under  the  leadership  of  Joseph 
Smith  and  came  to  Hannibal,  N.  Y.  in  1847.”  Later  while  on  their  way 
West  with  the  Mormons,  Thomas  Downey  died  near  Quincy,  Ill.,  and  was 
buried  there.  Their  eldest  dau.,  Eliza  Downey  Robinson,  died  in  childbirth 
in  a  covered  wagon  while  the  Indians  were  chasing  them,  and  was  buried 
in  “a  grave  dug  in  20  minutes  after  her  death.”  Anna  m.  2nd  Joel  Judd  and 
they  taught  a  select  school  in  Springfield,  Ill.,  where  he  died.  Anna  for  the 
second  time  a  widow  went  to  live  in  the  home  of  her  son  Calvin  in  Webster 
Co.,  Ill.,  where  she  died  in  1856  at  the  age  of  76  and  was  buried  there.  “She 
died  in  full  faith,”  so  writes  a  descendant.  Her  son’s  wife  said  of  her,  “She 
was  the  best  woman  I  ever  knew,”  and  a  granddaughter  writes  “She  was 
never  known  to  say  an  unkind  word,”  and  adds  “Uncle  Calvin’s  children 
say  the  same.  They  adored  her.”

The  first  record  of  Jabin  to  be  found  was  when  he  was  24,  at  a  meeting 
of  “First  Congregational  Society  of  Fair  Haven”  on  Dec.  5,  1806.  He 
signed  a  call  to  the  Rev.  Rufus  Cushman  to  become  their  pastor  and 
pledged  $5  toward  his  salary.  In  1812  he  again  made  a  pledge. 

Sept.  io,  1816  Jabin  for  $400  bought  6  a.  of  land  in  Fair  Haven  and  West 
Haven.  (Fair  Haven,  Vt.,  Deeds.) 

May  7,  1818  “Jabin  Bosworth  of  Fair  Haven,  Vt.,  a  tanner  and  currier” 
for  $3000  bought  12  a.  of  land  in  Hebron,  N.  Y.  (on  which  a  tannery  and 
bark  mill  was  situated.)  (Washington  Co.,  N.  Y.,  Deeds.) 

Aug.  31, 1821  Jabin  and  Betsey  M.  sold  this  property  to  Anslem  Goodrich, 
a  tanner  and  currier.  He  was  his  brother-in-law. 

They  continued  to  live  in  Hebron  until  about  1833,  when  they  removed 
to  Bedford,  Ohio*.  Your  historian  has  in  her  possession  four  letters  written 
by  this  Jabin  to  his  nephew  Elisha  P.  Bosworth  (my  uncle)  between  1858 
and  1861,  the  latter  two  years  before  his  death  and  these  are  headed 
“Pageville,  Meigs  Co.,  Ohio,”  but  I  find  no  such  place  listed  in  the  P.  O. 
Guide.  Probably  the  name  was  changed,  for  some  reason.  These  letters  tell 
of  different  members  of  his  father’s  family  and  of  his  own — and  where  they 
were  living.  They  also  show  Jabin  to  be  a  deeply  religious  man,  and  one 
who  in  his  80th  year  could  write  as  follows:  “As  to  my  temporal  concerns 
I  have  a  little  property  and  but  a  little,  but  ‘man  wants  but  little  here 
below  nor  wants  that  little  long,’  Oh,  may  we  lay  up  for  ourselves  treasures 
in  Heaven.”  Also  “It  is  true  I  am  so  old  and  feeble  that  I  am  not  able  to 
labor  much  which  makes  it  hard  for  me  sometimes  to  get  along,  but  I 
believe  God  will  provide  whilst  he  sees  fit  to  keep  me  upon  earth.”  This 
letter  was  written  in  Feb.  1861  and  tells  of  the  anxiety  felt  by  many  people 
as  to  National  concerns  and  expressed  the  hope  that  “by  the  assistance  of 
our  Heavenly  Father”  the  nation  might  be  cleansed  from  its  gross  crimes 
“especially  slavery  which  truly  is  a  curse  to  any  people.”

Note:  William  Raymond  (b.  1747;  d.  1832)  father  of  Mary  (Polly), 
moved  from  Norwalk  to  Granville,  Washington  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  thence  to 
Bethany  Center,  Genesee  Co.,  near  Batavia  in  Western  N.  Y.  where  he 
died.  He  was  a  son  of  Simeon  Raymond  who  was  b.  and  d.  in  Norwalk. 
Simeon  was  a  patriot  and  signed  the  Norwalk  petition  in  1797.  It  is  said 
that  at  the  beginning  of  the  Revolution  he  held  a  commission  from  the  King 
in  the  Royal  forces  which  he  resigned  and  joined  the  Continental  army  as 
a  private,  which  angered  the  Tories  so  much  they  burned  his  home  in 
Norwalk.  Simeon’s  wife  was  Hannah  (family  name  not  known).  He  was 
son  of  Samuel,  son  of  Daniel,  son  of  Richard  the  emigrant  who  first  settled 
at  Salem,  Mass.,  removed  later  to  Norwalk,  Conn.f  William’s  wife,  Ruth 
(Hoyt)  was  dau.  of  Nathan  and  Elizabeth  (Lockwood)  Hoyt,  Nathan 
being  the  son  of  Dea.  Daniel  and  Elizabeth  Hoyt,  son  of  Zerubbabel  and 
Hannah  (Knapp)  Hoyt,  son  of  Walter  who  was  b.  in  England  and  came  to 
America  with  his  father,  Simon  Hoyt.  Walter’s  wife  was  Elizabeth  St.  John 
and  Simon’s  wife — Deborah  Stowers. 

Stephen  S.  was  a  tanner,  currier  and  shoemaker,  a  trade  he  learned  in 
Granville.  It  was  in  Granville  that  he  met  and  m.  Polly  Raymond.  After 
their  marriage  they  went  to  live  in  Chesterfield,  Essex  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and 
lived  near  his  eldest  brother,  Alvah,  for  several  years.  According  to  the 
U.  S.  Census  for  1810  they  were  living  at  that  time  in  Chesterfield,  with 
two  daus.  and  one  son  under  10  years  of  age.  The  son  was  William  Ray¬ 
mond  Bosworth.  Then  in  1817  they  remv.  to  Fair  Haven,  Vt.,  just  across 
the  State  line  from  Washington  Co.,  N.  Y.  On  May  8,  1827,  the  day 
William  R.  (the  compiler’s  father),  was  17  years  old,  Stephen  with  his  wife 
and  their  ten  ch.  (one  had  died)  left  Fair  Haven  and  started  for  Western 
N.  Y.  They  first  went  in  wagons  9  miles  to  Whitehall,  N.  Y.,  where  they 
took  passage  on  the  Northern  canal  going  to  Albany,  N.  Y.,  where  they 
changed  to  a  boat  on  the  Erie  Canal,  arriving  in  Buffalo  on  May  20th, 
having  been  1 2  days  on  the  journey  that  could  now  be  taken  in  less  hours.  J 

In  the  Dec.  following  Stephen  had  the  misfortune  to  run  a  nail  into  his 
foot,  an  accident  that  caused  his  death§,  leaving  Polly  a  widow  in  the 
midst  of  winter,  in  a  new  land,  with  ten  children,  the  youngest  an  infant, 
and  with  small  resources.  But  Polly  was  a  Spartan  pioneer  and  faced  life 


She  is  buried  at  Clarence,  Erie  Co.,  N.  Y.  btw.  her  two  husbands,  and  her  gravestone 
reads  Polly,  wife  of  Thomas  Bivins  died  — etc.  She  was  the  compiler’s  grandmother,  and 
when  I  saw  this  inscription  I  thought  it  hardly  fair,  as  Stephen  Strong  Bosworth  was  the 
father  of  her  1 1  children  and  yet  there  is  nothing  on  either  of  their  gravestones  to  show  that 
Stephen  was  her  husband. 

fThe  Raymond  line  as  given  in  the  Compendium  of  American  Gen.  is  Richard1  Daniel* 
Samuel*  Simeon4  William5,  who  m.  Ruth  Hoyt.  Other  authorities  differ,  and  say  that  the 
John  who  came  to  Salem,  Mass,  at  the  same  time  as  Richard,  was  Richard’s  son  and  father 
of  Daniel.

ALL  THE  TEN  CHILDREN  PASSED  MIDDLE  LIFE. 
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bravely.  It  was  at  this  time  that  the  Masonic  Lodge  in  Fair  Haven  to 
which  Stephen  belonged  hearing  of  Stephen’s  death  and  realizing  Polly’s 
situation,  packed  a  box  of  clothing  and  other  necessities  and  shipped  it  to 
her.  In  Feb.  Polly’s  brother,  a  successful  man  living  in  Bethany  Center, 
Genesee  Co.,  N.  Y.,  about  40  miles  away,  sent  a  wagon  to  Buffalo  to  bring 
Polly  and  her  children  to  him.  The  oldest  dau.,  Ruth,  had  found  employ¬ 
ment  in  the  home  of  the  Dodge  family  in  Buffalo  so  she  was  left  there  and 
eventually  m.  the  son,  but  Polly  with  the  rest  of  her  children  and  her  small 
belongings,  went  in  the  wagon.  The  ride  was  anything  but  a  pleasant  one, 
a  recent  thaw  followed  by  a  freeze  had  left  hard  ruts,  and  the  wagon  with¬ 
out  sufficient  springs,  jolting  over  them,  made  riding  a  most  uncomfortable 
experience.  The  older  children  rather  than  ride  under  such  circumstances 
walked  a  good  share  of  the  way.  On  their  arrival  in  Bethany  Center  they 
found  a  log  house  prepared  for  them,  (which  had  been  the  residence  of 
Polly  s  brother  before  building  his  frame  house).  Here  they  settled  and  to 
support  themselves,  the  mother  and  the  daughter  “Betsey”  did  sewing 
and  the  older  boys  chopped  wood  for  the  farmers  of  the  neighborhood  and 
when  Spring  came  worked  in  the  sugar  bushes  making  maple  sugar,  and 
later  doing  farm  work.*

*AS  I  have  been  writing  the  histories  of  these  two  sisters,  my  aunts,  I  have  been  impressed 
with  the  great  difference  in  their  lives.  They  separated  when  Betsey  at  the  age  of  19  left 
Buffalo  with  her  mother,  leaving  Ruth  then  nearing  21,  soon  to  marry  into  a  family  of 
wealth  and  culture  and  spend  the  remainder  of  her  life  in  the  environment  of  a  city,  while 
Betsey  faced  the  struggle  of  helping  her  mother  rear  that  family  of  eight  boys,  then  marry- 
®nd  later  going  with  her  husband  and  little  children — probably  in  a  covered  wagon,  to 
t“e  frontier  which  was  then  in  Illinois,  and  enduring  all  the  hardships  and  privation  of 
such  a  situation.  Here  she  lived  the  remainder  of  her  life,  never  even  riding  on  a  railroad 
train  until  she  was  old,  when  she  came  to  Batavia,  N.  Y.  to  a  gathering  of  the  family  at  my 
father  s  farm  home.

Jacob  left  Halifax  on  June  9,  1817*  and  emigrated  to  Ohio.  Before  leav¬ 
ing  Mass,  he  had  engaged  in  School  teaching,  had  also  taken  part  in  the 
War  of  1812,  in  Boone’s  company,  4th  Georgia  Militia. f  (He  had  gone  to 
Georgia  to  teach  school,  but  enlisted  in  the  Army  instead).  After  his  mar¬ 
riage  to  Nancy  they  emigrated  to  Ft.  Harmer  (now  Marietta),  Ohio,  and 
later  to  Gallipolis,  then  to  Jay  Co.,  Ind.,  where  they  settled  in  May  1836, 
in  the  township  of  Wayne.  The  following  year  their  little  dau.  Hannah, 
aged  7,  died  and  her  coffin  was  “made  from  boards  of  a  box  in  which  the 
first  goods  were  brought  to  Portland.”  During  the  years  in  which  he  had 
been  teaching  he  had  devoted  his  leisure  time  to  the  study  of  medicine. 
Deciding  to  adopt  it  as  his  profession  he  began  the  practice,  responding  to 
the  call  of  the  suffering  from  far  and  near  while  still  engaged  in  clearing  his 
heavily  timbered  land,  until  his  name  became  a  household  word  all  over 
the  county.  The  history  of  Jay  Co.,  Ind.,  says  of  him: 

“Dr.  Jacob  was  quiet  in  his  manner  and  benevolent  in  his  character, 
and  always  foremost  in  any  enterprise  which  had  for  its  object  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  his  township  or  country,  or  public  good.  He  ever  main¬ 
tained  an  interest  in  the  cause  of  education,  and  in  1837,  with  the  assist¬ 
ance  of  a  few  of  his  neighbors,  erected  a  log  school  house  on  his  land,  and 
here  he  and  his  wife  without  compensation,  alternately  taught  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  the  early  settlers.  This  was  the  first  school-house  erected  in 
Wayne  Township,  which  was  used  until  a  public  school  building  was 
erected.”

Mary?  Bosworth  (also  called  “Polly”),  dau.  of  Capt. 
Joseph6  ( Dea .  Joseph 5,  Ichabod 4,  Jonathan 3,2,  Edward1)  and 
Mary  (Winslow),  b.  in  Wareham,  Mass.,  Mar.  3,  1779;  d.  at 
Harmar  (now  Marietta)  Ohio,  July  10,  1853;  m.  Mar.  4, 
1797,  Joseph  Babcock,  eldest  son  of  Jethro5  (Benjamin4, 
George3,  Return2,  George4)  and  Phebe  (Brownell)  Babcock, 
b.  July  21,  1775,  prob.  at  Fairhaven,  Mass.;  d.  at  Harmar, 
Ohio,  October  12,  1822. f 

Joseph  and  Mary  lived  first  at  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  three  of  their  14 
children  being  born  there.  In  1803  with  Mary’s  parents  they  removed  to 
Harmar,  Ohio.  From  an  obituary  published  in  a  newspaper  at  the  time 
of  Mary  s  death,  we  learn  that  soon  after  their  arrival  in  the  West  they 
were  converted  and  joined  the  M.  E.  Church  becoming  members  of  the 
first  class  organized  at  Marietta,  and  their  home  furnishing  a  meeting  place 
for  this  class  and  for  Sunday  services.  When  Joseph  died  in  1822,  Mary  was 
left  a  widow  with  nine  children  living.  The  obituary  written  by  her  pastor 
recounts  that  she  gathered  these  children  about  her  every  morning  and 
evening  for  family  prayers.  Two  more  of  the  children  died  within  the  next 
five  years,  leaving  seven  children  which  grew  to  maturity.  This  same 
obituary  says  of  Mary  that  she  was  “respected,  honored  and  loved.”  He 
also  says:  For  some  months  previous  to  her  death  she  suffered  much,  but 
with  resignation  and  without  a  murmur. .  .  .  As  a  mother  she  was  kind  and 
indulgent,  but  ruling  her  entire  household.  As  a  Christian  she  was  an 
example  ...  in  prayer  and  faith  especially  did  she  excel.”

He  bought  a 
farm  of  9  a.  in  Taunton  in  1847  on  which  he  resided.  He  was  an  inhabitant 
of  Taunton  in  Oct.  1850  when  the  U.  S.  Census  for  that  year  was  taken. 
He  had  a  family  of  six  consisting  of  himself  aged  55,  Abigail  his  wife,  48, 
son  James  Henry,  18,  Frederick  L.,  15,  Benjamin  S.,  12  and  Ira,  Jr.,  9. 
Ira’s  occupation  is  given  as  blacksmith,  the  two  elder  sons  as  “nailors.”

Sala  at  the  age  of  eleven  in  1816  emigrated  with  his  parents  from  Mass, 
to  Marietta,  Ohio,  where  they  settled.  Sala  Jr.  was  prominent  in  the  life 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  also  in  the  business  and  social  life  of  Marietta. 
He  was  a  painter  of  some  note  having  studied  art  in  Paris  and  the  East. 
He  painted  murals,  portraits  and  especially  miniatures.  The  Unitarian 
Church  of  Marietta  contains  murals  he  painted.  He  was  greatly  beloved 
and  respected.  He  was  very  much  interested  in  tracing  his  ancestry,  and 
carried  on  an  animated  correspondence  with  Mrs.  Caroline  Bosworth 
Poole,  a  near  relative,  on  the  subject.

As  five  of  them  were  engaged  in  manufacture  and  several  members  of  his 
family  were  young  men,  it  is  prob.  that  a  number  of  these  were  apprentices 
who,  as  was  the  custom  of  the  times,  lived  in  the  home  of  the  master.  In 
1830  he  was  living  in  Dighton,  Mass.,  with  a  family  of  nine,  and  in  1840  in 
Fair  Haven,  Mass.,  with  his  wife  and  three  daughters  and  at  this  time  he 
was  engaged  in  agriculture.  In  1850,  the  first  Census  in  wdiich  names  of  each 
person  were  given,  James,  called  a  “Farmer,”  had  returned  to  Swansea 
and  gave  his  age  as  64,  wife  Anna,  61,  and  daughter  “Oceana  Ann”,  40.

According  to  U.  S.  Census  records  Ichabod  was  living  in  Swansea  from

the  same  except  that  one  dau.  (Fanny)  was  m.  and  had  left  home.  In  1830 
only  two  sons  of  the  original  family  were  at  home,  the  second  wife,  over 
60  and  two  women,  one  over  80  and  one  between  20  and  30,  the  latter  may 
have  been  Nancy  but  she  was  m.  in  1827.  Besides  these  there  was  a  male 
“slave”  between  10  and  24.  In  1850  Lorana  was  living  alone  and  owned 
$4000  worth  of  real  estate.  She  d.  7  yrs.  later  and  left  a  will  dated  Nov.  9, 
1854,  in  which  she  calls  herself  Widow  of  “Swanzeey”.  When  Ichabod  died 
his  wife  “Lorany”  and  the  eldest  son,  Ichabod,  Jr.8,  asked  to  have  the 
younger  son  Gardner  L.,  apt.  adm.,  which  was  done.  Although  Ichabod  is 
called  a  bricklayer  he  must  have  also  been  a  “tiller  of  the  soil,”  for  on  his 
death  he  owned  quite  a  list  of  real  est.  in  different  parts  of  Swansea  and 
Rehoboth,  the  value  of  which  together  with  his  personal  estate — notes,  etc., 
which  included  two  pews  in  the  First  Baptist  Ch.  of  Rehoboth,  amounted 
to  $13,164.25.

“Providence  Dying,  Bleaching  and  Calendering  Co.”  the  lot  of  land  on 
which  their  factory  stands  on  Matthewson  St.,  the  same  lot  deeded  to 
Pardon  by  Solomon  Arnold  of  Jan.  16,  1800.

In  May  1808  Asa  joined  the  Militia  of  the  State  in  2nd  regt.,  5th  Co.  as 
an  Ensign;  in  1811  promoted  to  Lieut.;  in  1813  to  Capt.  and  in  June  1815, 
he  became  Major  and  from  that  time  was  known  by  the  latter  title.  Smith 
Bosworth,  cousin  of  Asa’s,  was  Capt.  of  the  5th  Co.  in  1809.  Both  were 
from  Rehoboth.  (Civil  and  Military  Lists  of  R.  I.  Vol.  II.) 

Between  Feb.  21,  1812  and  Sept.  8,  1830,  Asa  and  Betsey  took  part  in 
nine  real  estate  transactions,  as  recorded  at  Providence,  four  times  in 
buying  and  five  times  in  selling.  In  three  of  these,  Smith  Bosworth,  (called 
“gentleman  of  Providence”  in  one  case,  and  in  another  Asa  and  Smith 
called  “masons”)  a  cousin  of  Asa’s,  was  associated  with  them  in  buying  and 
selling  land  on  Benevolent  St.  adj.  “Benevolent  Congregational  Society’s’ 
land.  This  was  prob.  for  a  burying  ground  and  sold  to  a  man  named  Sprague 
was  called  “Sprague’s  Burying  Ground.”  Later  Asa  bought  a  burial  lot  of 
Thos.  Sprague. 

When  the  U.  S.  Census  of  1810  was  taken,  Asa  was  living  in  Providence? 
with  15  (!)  in  his  family.  As  10  of  these  were  males  “over  16”  and  only  one 
under  (the  son  Pardon,  then  4  yrs.  old),  it  is  prob.  that  these  were  ap¬ 
prentices  learning  the  trade  of  a  mason  and,  as  the  custom  was  at  that 
time,  living  in  the  home  of  the  master.  There  were  also  2  extra  females, 
who  were  prob.  helpers  to  Betsey  in  the  house.  On  Apr.  15,  1847  Asa  made 
his  will  which  was  probated  after  his  death  in  the  July  following.  No  Exx. 
being  named  in  the  will,  Betsey  asked  the  Court  to  appoint  Christian  M. 
Nested,  and  James  Tucker  Jr.,  her  sons-in-law,  which  was  done.  Will  gives 
widow  the  income  of  all  the  estate,  both  real  and  personal  as  long  as  she 
lives,  on  condition  that  she  cares  for  son  Charles  E.,  and  in  case  he  sur¬ 
vives  his  mother,  apts.  son-in-law,  James  Tucker,  Jr.,  as  trustee  to  said 
son,  Charles  E.,  and  sets  apart  “the  rents  and  profits  of  his  Homestead 
estate  and  the  income  from  30  shares  of  Bank  Stock  for  his  maintenance.” 
At  the  decease  of  his  wife  the  balance  of  the  estate  to  be  divided  equally 
between  his  sons  Pardon,  George  H.,  and  John  A.,  dau.  Amy  Ann  Tucker 
and  Grandson,  Christian  B.  Nested.  At  the  death  of  Charles  the  portion 
set  apart  for  his  maintenance  to  be  divided  equally  among  the  above 
named  heirs.  In  the  account  of  Adm’s.  there  is  mentioned  “a  half  pew  in 
the  Congregational  Meeting  House.” 

Charles  E.  died  Mar.  2,  1858  in  the  lifetime  of  his  mother.  George  H. 
died  May  3,  1855,  unmarried.  The  personal  estate  divided  among  the 
residuary  legatees,  or  their  legal  representatives,  as  follows:  Pardon  Bos¬ 
worth,  Mrs.  Amy  A.  Tucker  and  Christian  B.  Nested.

The  Bosworths  and 
Joneses  are  buried  here  and  a  soldier  of  the  Civil  War,  Edward  P.  West.” 

Lloyd  and  his  brother  David,  were  apt.  deacons  in  the  Oak  Swamp 
Church  in  Rehoboth,  Sept.  18,  1822.  They  were  early  members  of  this 
church. 

Dea.  Lloyd  Bosworth  was  a  Rep.  at  the  Gen.  Court  of  Mass,  in  1832,  33 
and  34. 

Lloyd  Bosworth  of  Rehoboth  appears  in  every  U.  S.  Census  from  1810 
to  and  including  1850  and  his  wife  in  1860.  In  1810  they  were  alone;  by 
1820  there  were  7  members  of  the  family  and  one  male  helper;  in  1830  there 
were  6  ch.,  3  boys  and  3  girls.  In  1840,  his  second  wife  and  a  dau.  by  her 
first  husband — Hannah  Baker — his  own  dau.  Hannah,  an  infant  dau.  by 
Mary,  named  Ruth  P.  and  two  sons  Levi,  19,  and  Pardon,  13,  the  son 
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Lloyd  having  d.  in  1837.  In  1850 — the  family  of  3.  consisted  of  Lloyd, 
with  2nd  wife  Mary  and  their  dau.  Ruth  P.,  then  10  years  of  age. 

When  Lloyd  d.  in  1857,  his  heirs — who  at  that  time  were  besides  his 
wife,  the  sons,  Pardon  and  Levi  Bosworth  and  daus.  Hannah  and  Mary 
Simmons — asked  that  Josiah  Simmons  be  apt.  adm.  for  the  portion  of  the 
estate  lying  in  Rhode  Island  which  request  was  granted,  and  the  adm. 
gave  bonds  July  20,  1858.  His  son  Levi,  was  to  adm.  the  portion  in  Mass. 

The  second  wife,  Mary  K.  Bosworth,  d.  in  1866  leaving  a  will  dated 
Apr.  16,  1864,  prob.  Apr.  6,  1866,  in  which  she  gave  to  Levi  Baker,  her 
son  by  her  1st  husband  John  Baker,  bank  stock  and  her  burial  lot  in  the 
“Baker  Burying  Place”  in  Rehoboth;  to  her  dau.  Hannah  M.  Kelton, 
widow  of  John  Kelton  of  Rehoboth,  part  of  her  household  utensils  and  her 
burial  lot  on  the  farm  of  the  late  Lloyd  Bosworth  of  Rehoboth.

Smith  Bosworth  early  in  life  was  apprenticed  to  learn  the  trade  of  a 
mason;  being  ambitious  and  faithful,  he  finally  became  a  contractor,  and 
went  into  business  with  his  brother  Asa.  As  “Bosworth  and  Bosworth” 
they  erected  many  of  the  public  bldgs,  of  Providence  as  well  as  many  of  its 
homes.  Among  the  former  was  the  Beneficent  Cong.  Church — of  which 
he  became  a  member  late  in  life.  The  Americana  Magazine*  says  of  him: 
“He  was  most  generous  in  his  benefactions,  kindliness  and  a  keen  sense  of 
justice  characterized  all  his  actions.  He  lived  in  the  love  and  good  will  of 
his  fellow  citizens  and  was  highly  esteemed  as  a  man  of  honor  and  in¬ 
tegrity.” 

In  1806  he  joined  the  militia  as  ensign  in  the  2nd  R.  I.  regt.,  5th  Co.  and 
rose  to  Captain  in  1818.  In  1811  he  joined  the  United  Independent  Volun¬ 
teers  as  1st  Lieut,  and  rose  to  Colonel,  by  which  title  he  was  known  for 
the  remainder  of  his  life. 

Between  the  years  1812  and  1849  Smith  sometimes  alone  and  sometimes 
in  company  with  his  brother  Asa,  took  part  in  a  long  list  of  real  estate 
transactions.  When  Smith  sold  property  his  wife,  Sarah,  signed  most  of 
the  deeds. 

In  1810  Smith  was  living  in  Providence  with  13  in  the  family;  9  of  these 
were  “males”,  including  Smith,  the  others  prob.  workmen.  There  were  two 
ch.  under  10,  and  one  other  “female”  besides  the  wife,  no  doubt  a  helper. 
Smith  d.  in  Providence,  “of  cancer”  in  his  76th  year.

By  ‘  ‘the  great  gale”  of  Sept.  1815,  which  has  been  mentioned  several 
times  in  the  past,  Pearce  Bosworth  was  made  deaf  and  never  regained  his 
hearing. 

Pearce  Bosworth  of  Barrington  “engaged  in  manufacture”  appears  in 
the  U.  S.  Census  of  1820,  30,  40,  50,  and  60.  In  1820  there  were  two  “malesu 
— under  26”;  these  were  probably  apprentices.  In  1830,  besides  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  family,  there  was  “a  female  over  50  and  under  60”;  this  may 
have  been  Pearce’s  sister,  Mary,  who  was  51  at  this  time  and  unm.  In  1840 
there  were  “two  persons  engaged  in  agriculture”,  one  probably  being  the 
son  Leonard  S.,  then  19.  In  1850  besides  Pearce  and  Celinda,  there  were 
three  daus.,  Eliza,  Mary  and  Nancy.  At  this  time  Pearce  is  called  “a 
cooper.”

R.  I.,  son  ol  Pearce  and  grandson  of  Captain  Samuel  Bosworth,  was  a 
lumber  and  coal  dealer  and  a  successful  contractor  and  builder.  He  first 
remodeled  the  three  room  cottage  making  it  a  fine  nine  room  building, 
as  seen  in  the  business  photograph  shown  on  the  left  which  was  taken 
before  his  marriage  to  Laura  A.  Dunn  of  Auburn,  Mass.,  daughter  of 
Henry  Dunn  and  Rachel  Goldthwaite,  August  10,  1848.  Their  two  chil¬ 
dren,  Carrie  S.  and  Leonard  were  born  here.  Carrie  married  Charles  K. 
Reed,  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  publisher  of  “Bird  Guide”  books,  with  every 
bird  east  of  the  Rockies  in  color.  The  son,  Leonard,  who  married  Evelyn  M. 
Peck,  May  11,  1881,  was  an  assistant  to  his  father.  In  1881,  Mr.  Leonard 

S.  Bosw'orth  bought  a  tract  of  undeveloped  land  at  Barrington  Center 
(now  Countrv  Road)  as  a  branch  to  the  Ferry  property,  placing  his  son 
Leonard  B.  in  charge.  A  nice  residence  was  built  for  his  son  and  wife.  Two 
children,  Miriam  and  Albert  were  born  later.  There  was  a  store;  groceries, 
hardware,  etc.  with  offices  on  the  first  floor. 

M  any  other  buildings  were  added  for  grain,  flour,  etc.  and,  after  the 
automobile  made  its  appearance,  a  gasoline  station  with  tires  and  all 
accessories  was  added.  Coal  is  a  very  important  item  sold  at  Bosworth’s. 

A  second  nice  residence  was  built  and  is  occupied  by  Albert  L.  Bosworth, 
who  is  now  proprietor  of  the  Bosworth  business,  which  was  established 
88  years  ago. 

We  wish  him  the  success  of  his  grandfather  and  father,  Leonard  P. 
Bosworth  who  recently  died  very  unexpectedly  on  April  20th,  1937  and 
is  very  greatly  missed. 

There  is  a  Bosworth  Street  on  the  newly  developed  land  of  Mr.  L.  P. 
Bosworth  and  a  brick  block  in  Warren,  R.  I.  was  built  by  him  and  bears 
the  name  Bosworth. 

Mr.  Leonard  S.  Bosworth  died  very  suddenly  March  15th,  1888  at  the 
early  age  of  sixty-seven  years.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Congregational 
Church;  served  on  the  school  committee  and  as  Collector  of  Taxes. 

He  was  of  Mayflower  and  Colonial  ancestry.  He  enlisted  in  1842  in  the 
Dorr  War  at  Chepacet,  R.  I.,  but  only  reached  Providence  when  the  War 
was  called  off.  I  have  his  bayonet  as  a  relic.  Although  he  did  not  live  to 
enjoy  the  radio  or  automobile,  he  did  own  a  sailboat,  built  to  his  specifica¬ 
tion  which  proved  to  be  the  fastest  on  Xarraganset  Bay.  It  was  named 
Carrie  Gibbs.  He  also  chose  the  fastest  horses,  and  drove  a  span  of  which 
he  was  very  proud.

David  F.,  Jr.,  as  it  says  above,  was  b.  in  Conn.,  and  when  his  father  left 
the  state  to  go  to  southern  N.  Y.  he  left  this  son  bound  out  to  an  uncle, 
who  must  have  been  his  mother’s  brotherf  from  whom  he  ran  away  and 
followed  his  father  to  Chemung,  N.  Y.  (For  complete  story  see  Part  V,  p. 
670.  Since  writing  that,  I  have  further  evidence  that  he  was  eleven  years 
old  at  the  time,  not  nine.)  The  father  and  son  seem  never  to  have  separated 
again  but  lived  together  until  the  father’s  death  in  1808. 

According  to  descendants,  David  Jr.,  was  96  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
but  people  at  that  time  were  not  very  accurate  in  their  figures,  so  one 
cannot  be  sure,  but  he  was  prob.  aged  92.  A  granddau.  wrote  “He  was 
buried  in  the  little  burying  ground  in  Chemung!  about  80  rods  from  the 
cabin  he  built  when  he  came  to  this  section.”  It  must  be  very  near,  if  not 
on  the  State  line,  as  some  say  it  is  in  N.  Y.  and  others  Penn.  This  same

They  were  prob.  m.  in  Chemung  where  Polly  had  been  living  with  her 
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father  and  family,  and  five  of  their  children  were  prob.  b.  in  that  section. 
About  1810  they  left  Chemung,  emigrated  to  southern  Ohio.  Of  this  last 
there  is  absolute  proof  in  the  shape  of  nine  old  letters,  of  which  the  com¬ 
piler  was  permitted  to  make  copies.  The  first  one  was  mailed  from  “Cin¬ 
cinnati,  Dec.  5,  1811.”  It  wTas  addressed  on  the  outside  to  Jacob  Lowman, 
Athens,  Lycoming  County,  Penn.,  but  on  the  inside  begins  “Dear  Sister” — 
(meaning  Jacob’s  wife  Huldah  (Bosworth)  of  course)  and  at  the  close — 
“Your  ever  loving  sister,  Polly  Budd,”  and  is  there  dated,  “Hamilton 
County,  Anderson  township,  town  of  Newton,  State  of  Ohio,  November 
30,  1811,  To  Huldah  Lowman.”  The  letter  has  no  envelope  but  was  folded 
according  to  the  custom  of  those  times,  and  held  together  with  a  wafer. 
Postage  paid  was  25c.  Later  letters  tell  of  their  moving  into  Cincinnati  for 
fear  of  the  Indians,  as  many  of  the  pioneer  families  had  been  scalped,  and 
their  homes  burned.  Some  of  the  letters  were  written  by  the  brother  of 
Polly — Henry  Bosworth.  (See  note  about  him  in  Part  V,  p.  671.*)  In 
Polly’s  letters  she  expressed  the  desire  they  had  to  purchase  a  farm,  but 
land  was  high,  $12  or  $15  an  acre!  Beef  was  $2  per  C,  and  pork  $3.  Wheat 
50c  per  bu.  and  corn  25c.  The  last  letter  was  sent  from  near  Springfield, 
Ohio,  and  dated  Sept.  3,  1825.  This  was  the  last  heard  of  Polly  until  last 
year  when  a  letter  came  to  the  compiler  from  Major  George  W.  Outland 
of  the  U.  S.  Army  telling  me  that  his  grandmother,  who  was  then  92,  was 
a  granddau.  of  Polly  Bosworth  Budd,  a  dau.  of  her  youngest  son,  Henry 
Bosworth  Budd.  He  sent  the  following  list  of  Polly’s  children  but  no  dates 
of  birth,  the  only  one  known  to  the  compiler  is  that  of  Mary  Ann  told  of 
in  one  of  the  old  letters  mentioned  above.

died  in  Newark,  N.  J.,  in  1678,  in  charge  of  the  congregation  that  had  fol¬ 
lowed  him  to  his  new  field. 

“I  find  they  were  all  religious  and  mostly  of  the  Episcopalian  and  Presby¬ 
terian  faith,  mostly  lived  to  a  great  age  and  one  of  their  descendants,  on 
account  of  his  superior  advantages  and  education,  was  appointed  for 
many  years  to  line  the  Psalms  according  to  the  ancient  manner  of  worship;

In  1795  when  Salmon  was  19  yrs.  old,  he  with  his  younger  brother 
Josiah,  18,  left  their  home  in  Conn,  and  rode  on  horseback  into  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  country.  There  they  cleared  land  and  built  a  cabin.  After  two 
years  they  rode  back  to  Conn.,  and  Salmon  m.  Sally  Olmstead.  The  young 
folks  loaded  their  meager  possessions  on  to  a  one-horse  wagon  and  drove 
back  to  Penn.,  taking  21  days  for  the  trip.  In  Penn.  Salmon  cleared  more

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land,  built  a  blacksmith  shop,  the  first  in  the  township,  where  he  made 
scythes,  sickles,  axes,  etc.,  for  the  settlers  and  began  a  good  business.  The 
two  brothers,  as  well  as  many  other  settlers,  had  been  given  a  bounty  to 
settle  in  this  section  supposing  it  to  be  a  part  of  the  land  for  which  the 
colony  of  Conn,  had  been  given  a  charter  by  King  Charles  II  of  England. 
Early  in  the  19th  century,  forgetting  about  this  charter,  and  owing  a  debt 
to  the  Penn  family  he  gave  another  charter  to  William  Penn,  which  in¬ 
cluded  this  same  land.  The  settlers  were  told  they  must  pay  for  their  land, 
they  rebelled,  which  brought  on  the  “Pennamint  War.”  Salmon  was  one 
of  these  who  refused  to  pay  and  was  kept  in  jail  at  Wilkes-Barre  for  three 
months,  until  he  had  to  submit  and  pay  for  the  land  he  had  cleared  and 
improved.  It  must  have  proved  worth  while  for  later  he  was  joined  by 
others  of  his  brothers  and  finally  by  his  parents  with  the  younger  members 
of  the  family.

Josiah  left  his  home  in  Conn.,  at  the  age  of  18  and  went  on  horseback 
with  his  older  brother  Salmon,  to  what  is  now  Bradford  Co.,  Penn.  There 
he  cleared  land  at  a  point  3  miles  south  of  where  LeRaysville  is  now  lo¬ 
cated  and  built  a  cabin.  Finding  that  he  was  located  on  the  line  of  travel 
btw.  Towanda  and  Montrose  he  turned  his  log  house  into  a  hostelry  calling 
it  “The  Half-way  House.”  This  hotel  he  carried  on  for  the  most  of  his  life, 
after  replacing  his  log  cabin  by  a  large  frame  house,  at  the  same  time 
carrying  on  his  large  farm.  At  the  time  of  the  “War  of  1812”  Josiah  raised 
a  company  of  men  and  started  for  the  front  down  the  river  Delaware, 
when  the  news  came  that  the  war  was  over,  and  they  all  returned  home. 
An  interesting  adventure  was  experienced  by  Josiah  in  the  early  days. 
Returning  home  alone  through  the  forest  he  came  upon  a  bear;  he  managed 
to  tree  it  and  to  keep  the  bear  from  coming  down  while  he  went  for  his 
gun  he  took  off  his  shirt  and  tied  it  around  the  tree.  Returning  he  shot  the 
animal  and  that  bear  skin  was  a  family  trophy  for  years  as  well  as  a  good 
winter  cover  for  many  years  until  the  fur  was  nearly  worn  off. 

In  June  1824 — Josiah  received  a  commission  from  the  Governor  of 
Penn,  making  him  captain  for  four  years  of  a  Volunteer  Infantry  Corps

Reed’s  name  appears  in 
the  U.  S.  Census  for  Pike,  Pa.,  in  1830,  40,  50  and  60.  In  the  latter,  besides 
he  and  his  wife,  aged  respectively  76  and  77,  his  son  James,  with  wife  and 
child,  were  living  with  them.  His  wife  Amaryllis  lived  to  the  age  of  82, 
dying  in  Pa.  in  1864  a  few  months  after  her  husband.  Both  are  buried  in 
the  Bosworth  burying  ground  at  Stevensville,  Pa.

Alfred  Bosworth  was  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  state  of  R.  I. 
His  elevation  to  public  offices  began  in  1836  when  he  was  made  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace  and  Notary  Public  wffiich  positions  he  held  for  the  remainder 
of  his  life.  In  Feb.  1844,  he  was  apt.  one  of  three  by  the  Genl.  Assembly 
of  R.  I.  to  act  with  those  from  Mass,  in  determining  the  boundary  line 
btw.  Pawtucket  Falls  and  Bullock’s  Neck.  On  Feb.  17,  1844,  Hon.  Alfred 
Bosworth,  speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  R.  I.,  received  a 
unanimous  vote  of  thanks  of  the  members  for  the  “able  and  impartial 
manner”  in  which  he  had  discharged  the  duties  of  his  office  during  the 
past  year.  In  1846  he  was  re-elected  to  the  same  office.  In  1847  at  a  cele¬ 
bration  in  commemoration  of  the  founding  of  R.  I.  in  1647,  Mr.  Bosworth 
made  the  address.  Apr.  17,  1851,  he  received  a  commission  signed  by 
Henry  B.  Anthony,  Governor  of  the  state,  to  act  as  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  which  position  he  held  for  the  remainder  of  his  life.  He  received  a 
certificate  of  membership  in  the  American  Legal  Association,  dated  Sept. 
17,  1851.  On  Mar.  5,  1862,  Alfred  made  his  will  leaving  everything  to  his 
wife,  Anne,  and  making  her  Exex.  This  will  was  proved  July  19,  1862, 
the  next  mo.  after  his  death,  and  in  1863  and  1866  Anne  sold  land  that 
Alfred  had  purchased  in  1859.  In  the  U.  S.  Census  for  1840  Alfred  and

Samuel  Bosworth  was  a  silversmith,  watchmaker  and  jeweller.  He  first 
lived  in  Watertown,  Jeff.  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  worked  at  his  trade.  About  1816 
he  left  Watertown  and  went  first  to  Sacketts  Harbor,  N.  Y.,  but  after  a 
short  time  he  left  there  and  went  to  Buffalo  where  he  opened  a  jewelry 
shop.  He  had  as  assistant  a  young  man  named  Alonzo  Prentice,  who  had 
learned  the  trade  of  him,  and  to  him  he  sold  out  in  1820.  It  was  during  this 
time  that  Samuel  made  silver  ornaments  for  the  Indians  and  a  specimen 
of  his  work  is  in  a  museum  in  Rochester,  N.  Y.  (See  Bosworth  Bulletin  for 
April,  1936.)

Note:  This  is  a  case  about  which  the  compiler  is  surely  puzzled,  but 
after  working  on  it  at  intervals  for  several  years,  and  discussing  the  situa¬ 
tion  with  a  granddaughter  who  had  only  her  memory  to  rely  on,  as  her 
mother  had  burned  all  her  father’s  papers  after  his  death,  I  can  only  give 
it  as  it  appears  to  me.  Henry  surely  had  a  brother  Samuel  named  from 
their  father,  and  Henry  surely  was  the  father  of  William  and  Frank,  who 
were  residents  of  San  Francisco,  where  I  have  seen  their  graves.  The 
records  of  Buffalo  show  that  Henry  was  married  to  Betsey  Wheaton 
Nov.  6,  1824,  and  on  Feb.  24,  1825,  Henry  and  Betsey,  called  of  Pomfret, 
Chautauqua  Co.*,  N.  Y.,  sold  land  in  Pomfret  that  Henry  had  bought  in 
1818.  The  son  William,  was  b.  in  1819,  so  must  have  been  the  son  of  a 
first  wife  whose  name  cannot  be  found.  William  was  evidently  her  only 
child  and  she  may  have  died  at  his  birth.  After  his  marriage  to  Betsey 
he  seems  to  have  had  three  children,  for  besides  Frank,  Wm.  had  two  half- 
sisters  whom  the  granddaughter  said  her  father  used  to  visit.  The  Probate 
records  of  Chautauqua  Co.  show  that  Henry  Bosworth  of  Pomfret  died 
on  May  3,  1853,  leaving  a  widow  Mary  L.  (Danforth)  and  four  children 
(names  given).  The  compiler  has  no  positive  means  of  knowing  that  this 
is  the  same  Henry  and  Horn  the  fact  that  William  did  not  mention  these 
half-brothers  it  would  seem  that  they  were  not,  but  from  the  fact  that 
Henry,  father  of  William  and  husband  of  Betsey  (Wheaton)  Bosworth 
owned  land  in  Pomfret  it  would  appear  that  he  must  be  the  same  Henry, 
besides  he  had  a  son  Samuel,  apparently  named  from  Henry’s  father.  The 
fact  that  William  did  not  talk  of  these  children  can  be  explained  by  the 
fact  that  he  left  home  when  just  a  lad,  probably  before  his  father’s  third 
marriage.

My  only  remain¬ 
ing  brother,  Theodore  Van  Vleck  Bosworth,  was  for  many  years  in  the 
banking  business  in  Philad.,  organizer  and  was  a  ruling  Elder  of  one  of  our 
Presb.
